Mrs. Magnolla Hodge of Maryville, Mo,
Alvides with Lileuteénant Peary's wife the
honor of having been nearer the north pole
than any other lving civilized woman.
When the Hentenant sailed for the northland
In 1883 he took Mrs. Hodge with him, Pre-
vious to that time she had been his stenog-
rapher and was much help In getting up o
book giving his experlences during his firsi
trip. The work was not finished when he
was ready to start a second time and Mrs.
Hodge readily aceepted his offer to accom-
pany the sccond expedition, during which
